NURSES’ ‘WAGES. 
COUNSEL AND ** THE GOLDEN

The hearing was xesum 
Wood and others against the Dublin Corpora- 
tion, the Committee of Management of the 
Grangegorman Mental. Hospital and the 
contributory Councils. oí. the ,Counties of 
Dublin, Wicklow: and» Louth, The plaintiffs 
are nurses and attendants in the Grange- 
gorman Mental. Hospital, who claimed to 
recover Írom the defendants remuneration on 
the basis of the terms of their service and 
employment prior to 1926, | 

In the latter year, the plaintiffs alleged, the 
Mental Hospital Committee had ' without 
notice or authority reduced their rates of 
wages, and since that period had continued 
to pay them on the reduced basis. In order 
to recover the balance, which they contended 
was due to them, the plaintiffs instituted 
the present proceedings. In the result it is 
estimated that a sum of £75,000 is involved, 
as the other local authorities within the Free 
State, it is stated, have taken similar steps 
to those of the Grangegorman Committee, 
and in those instances actions have also been 
entered for hearing. 

_The defendants, who traversed the allega- 
tions of the plaintiffs, pleaded that they were 
acting under the instructions of the Free 
State Minister for Local Government; that 
they had given due notice of their intention 
to reduce the wages of the plaintiffs; and 
that they had acted by virtue of their lawful 
authority and the statutes. 

Mr. Dickie, K.C., Mr. Moloney, K.C., Mr: 
Gavan Duffy, K.C., and Mr. W. G. Fallon 
(instructed by Messrs. John M. McDowell 
and Co.) appeared for the plaintiffs; 
Miizgerald, K.C., Mr. Henry, K.C., and 
M. J. Molloy (instructed by Messrs Roger 
Greene and Sons) for the defendants: and 
Mr. T. A. Finlay (instructed by the Chief 
mtate Solicitor) tor the Minister for Local 
Government and Public Health. 

Mr. Henry, in his closing address for the 
defendants, remarked that the case was one 
of the very utmost importance for the public 
hodies in the Free State connected with 
lunacy aamunistration, as it affected the 
rights of a great umber of employés. The 
defendants were very anxious to place all 
the information in their power at the disposal 
of the Court in regard to the duties, the 
remuneration and the terms of the employ- 
ment of the defendants with a view to 
helping his lordship in the delivery of his 
judgment. The situation revealed in this 
action to the Court reminded him of the 
adage about the golden egg, as the time 
might come when through those payments the 
burden could not be borne by the ratepayers. 
If there was a decrease in lunacy and the 
demand for the services of attendants 
diminished, would the plaintiffs submit to a 
reduction in the numbers of their class? He 
contended that in their discretion the com- 
mittees could adopt that course, and they 
could also reduce the remuneration payable 
to the staffs. There was, he explained, no 
complaint in 1920 and 1921 as to the powers 
of the Committee when they increased the 
remuneration of the nurses and attendants in 
the institution. Now, however, their authority 
was denied, but he would say in response to 
the general trend towards economy the Joint 
Committee had resolved to take the step that 
was now challenged. He submitted that there 
was an arrangement between the plaintiffs 
and the defendants by which the plaintiffs are 
bound, having been represented at the nego- 
tiations by the officials of the trades union 
with which they were affiliated. He further 
submitted that the plaintiffs were estopped 
from claiming now by having acquiesced in 
the arrangement for seventeen months in con- 
nection with the reduction of their remunera- 
tion, and it was because of a decision in 
another case of the same class they made the 
present claims. 

Mr. Justice Meredith remarked that there 
were stronYer pdints than that; but why 
-hould not they have taken this action if they 
had protested all along? Having regard to 
the decision in that other case, they might 
have thought they might have had a more 
reasonable chance of succeeding in law. 

Mr. Henry proceeded to say that the wages, 
remuneration or pay of the plaintiffs had for 
a number of vears. been altered by being in- 
creased, but he did not know of any case in 
which the salary or remuneration had been 
reduced, this being the first one which had 
come under his notice. One of the parties 
before the Court when appointed had £3 10s. 
per month. That, however, 
hecame increased to £9 per month, but under 
the present scheme it had been reduced to 
£8 10s. per month. In the circumstances he 
thought that plaintiff was indebted to the 
defendants, who, on the plaintiff's contentiong 
would have a claim against her for the return 
of the money represented by her increases 
from time to time. The thing . appeared. to 
him to present the semblance of a two-edged 
sword. 

Mr. Justice Meredith—Yes; it wouid cut 
both ways. He thought there should have 
heen a notice of motion in connection with 
this very important matter, but it appeared 
there had not been such a procedure followed. 

Mr. Henry said that in connection with the 
inereases in 1920 and 1921 there had not been 
notice of motion, and the increases had been 
in operation withoat question. 

Mr. Justice Meredith said that it appeared 
to him that the case would largely turn upon 
whether the -plaintifis. recognised.the officials 
of the trade unions as their agents at the 
regotiations with the Joint Committee when 
the question of their remuneration was under 
consideration. The appointments were on a 
statutory plane,. and, no matter what was 
said, they were not on the basis of a contract 
of service. The position, he admitted, was 
very complicated. 

Mr. Henry’s afguments had not been con- 
cluded when the Court rose, and the further 
hearing was adjourned until next Tuesday.

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DUBLIN COMPANIES’ DISPUTE. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 

In a case of Fairways, Ltd., St. Stephen’s 
Green, Dublin, against the Associated Daimler 
Company, Ltd., Middle Abbey street, Dublin, 

Mr. Phelps, K.C., with whom was Mr. 
Marnan (instructed by Messrs. Whitney, 
Moore and Keller), on behalf of the defend- 
ants, applied for an interlocutory injunction 
restraining the plaintifis, pending the hearing 
of the defendants’ counter-claim in the action, 
from using six motor vehicles specified in the 
counter-claim for the purposes of their busi- 
ness or otherwise. 

The plaintiffs’ claim. was for an injunction 
Lo restrain the defendants from seizing ot 
interfering with six of their omnibuses, 
damages for alleged breach of warranty in 
the sale of the omnibuses, or, alternatively, 
for an order that the contract for the sale of 
the omnibuses be set aside. 

The defendants denied any breach of war- 
ranty, and said that they agreed to hire six 
motor vehicles to the plaintiffs for a term of 
twenty-four months, with the option of pur- 
chase, and that the plaintiffs refused to 
deliver up the omnibuses on the termination 
of the contract. They counter-claimed a 
declaration that the vehicles are still their 
property ; an injunction restraining tlie plain- 
tiffs from using the vehicles: a mandatory 
injunction directing the plaintiffs to deliver 
up possession of the vehicles: an account of 
the moneys payable in respect of the arrears 
of monthly payments of hire due to the 
defendants, and damages for alleged breach 
of agreement and for depreciation of the 
vehicles. 

When the motion had been at hearing for 
some time, 

Mr. Geoghegan, K.C., who. with Mr. 
Fawsitt (instructed by Messrs. Arthur Cox 
and Co.), appeared for the plaintiffs in opposi 
tion to the application, said that it was of 
the utmost importance to the good-will of the 
plaintiffs that their omnibus services should 
be mainiained, especially in the months of 
July and August, and he suggested that an 
understanding might be come to between the 
parties. The solicitors on each side mizht 
come to an understanding which would allow 
the plaintiffs to carry on their services. 

Mr. Justice Johnston said that he would 
allow the ease to stand until 10.45 o'clock 
next Tuesday morning for the purpose oi 
registering any agreement that micht be 
arrived at.

It was a great race throughout—a real 
thriller. We knew the Italian cars were 
fast, but they had kept something up their 
sleeves, and it was obvious quite early in 
the race that, given a no-trouble run, they 
must Win. But the race is not alweys to 


the swift. We had to carry on, hopin 

that ‘reliability '” would overpower epee 
But lvanovsky drove superbly, and bis 
car stood up to the super-stress of it. He 
and Ramponi had a wonderful dog-fight 
between themselves, At times when. 

was closé up with them I gloried in their 
superb driving, and their infinite daring. 
We must hand them the credit which is 
theirs. Poor Ramponi was very unlucky. 
He crashed into the barrier at mai 
Corner, and so damagéd his car that he 
had to abandon it. He walkéd the mile 
from his disaster to the grand stand, and 
I am told that he was cheered by the 
assembled multitude as he approached thé 
stands. It must have chee him in his 
dejection. It was a spontaneous and fine 
example of Irish sportsmanship. 

To begin at the beginning, I had to 
make adjustment, and was the last away, 
but. my car travelled well, and in a little 
while I Was treading my way through 
the slower cars. I saw G. Kyston ahead, 
caught him, and he and I rode together 
for lap after lap. on 1 b“”: trouble 
with my change-gear lever, ing te a 
slight fracture. | 

I had to stop at the pits, and discovered 
that the defect could only be remedied by 
hack-sawing through the bolt. My 
mechanic very pluckily held this; and ih 
spite of badly cut fingers enabled the job 
to he completed, Aes I could w sv ony 
third and top 8 s, dud ior twenty: 
laps I was Dies handicapped. But that 
did not affect the result at all. 

HEROIC CHALLENGE. 

Ramponi crashed, IJvanoveky 
seemed to have the race in hand, but 
Sammy Davis embarked on a heroic 
challenge. He drove his car all out, and 
was ver dashing on corners. Gradually 
he sworkeulel the Italian leader, but he 
could not quite catch his man, and 
lvanovsky won át ovet seventy-five miles 
an hour. I anetaphorically lift my hat to 
him. It was a famous victory, 

There was quite a lot of skidding on 
the Mountjoy section, and sometimes 
when drivers were in close company there 
were narrow escapes troin collision. My 
stable companion, Jack Dunfee, actually 
did hit a car which skidded in front of 
him. This bent his front axle, and he 
had to drive for a considerable Sage 
under very great difficulties. e did 
amazingly well to finish the course. We 
are proud of him. Then there was gallant 
Gunnar Poppe, on his super-charged baby 
car. He ran out of petrol, aud had to 
ush lis car for two miles. Had it not 
sea for this, the baby would have 
finished well up among the relative 


giants. MEP 
A VERY FAST COURSE. 

I have never experienced better condi- 
lions for a road racé. The course was 
very fast indsed, the weather magnificent, 
and the organisation splendid. The 
standard of driving was, I think, very 
high, and it was surprising how quickly 
the competitors familiatised thempelves 
with the Continental method of passing 
on the left-hand side. 

The Grand Prix goes to the competitor 
who either in yesterday's or to-day's race 
completes the course in the fastest time. 
Ivanovsky has five bonus Japs from to. 
day's back-markets, and I do not think 
that they can possibly beat his time ol 
three hours, forty-one minutes, thirty 
seconds. 

The Italian coveréd sixty-five laps in 
that time. 'To-day & scratch men have to 
cover seventy circuits in better time to 
recureé the Grand Prix. If any one of 
them succeeds, then we shall see some of 
the most spectacular and thrilling racing 
in the history of motoring. 


THE DOG DANGER. 

The crowds, which seemed to me to be 
very large, behaved splendidly, and the 
course was well protected. But there was 
just one thing which I hope will not recur 
to-day. On the straight section between the 
Gough corner and the stdnds twe dogs 
were allowed to stray o.1 to the course. A 
doy cun cause a bad crash in a motof race. 
And spectators should be careful not to 
bring unleashed dogs into the Park. 

When I finished I was bombarded by 
futograph hunters, and, after signing at 
least a hundred books, programmes and 
odd scraps of paper, I bad to turn in. J 

hope that those who did not get my auto- 
graph will not think me yngracious, but I 
just had to stop writing. 

Ivanovsky has won the fi Italian 
victory ever scored in Great "Britain or 
Ireland, but an Italian suceeés is well 
deserved. Three years ago Pietro Gherzi 
went within an ace of winning a Tourist 
frophy Race in the Isle of Man. They 
produce magnificent drivérs in Itély.

From the very start of the race to the 
énd, intense interest was maiutained in the 
cars cornering at the Mountjoy bend, 
Thrills began as the first batch of cars came 
tearing down the straight, with the Alfa 
Romeo of Ivanovsky in the lead. Several 
had got around safé:y, when three Rileys, 
numbers 46, 44 and 47, skidded one after 
another, two of them pulling up side by side 
with their rear wh on the grass edge. 
The third car skidded completely round and 
the oncoming cars cut around the corner 
in front of them, 

On the next lap Jack Boal’s Riley again 
skidded at the corner, but was right to 
eontinue. On the third lap Fronteras's Alfa 
Romeo came down the straight at a terrific 
speed, and was unable to pull up sufficiently 
to take the corner. With a great burst of 
smoke from the left rear tyre, which was on 
fire from the friction with the road surface, 
the car swung round and crashed, rear first, 
on to the grass bank, to pull up and swing 
back again on to the course. For a time 
things were quiet, the drivers having learned 
to pay certain respect to the corner. 

he Alfa Romeo cars were taking the 
corner with great consistency, and probably 
at the fastest speed of all, though the Rileys, 
particularly that driven by Mr. Kaye Don, 
were in théir element in taking the bend. 
Riley 46 skidded again at about the tenth 
lap, but recovered in time. H. M. Edwards's 
Lombard had a narrow escape shortly after 
this, when his front wheels locked on the 
bend. He crashed over the grass bank, the 
car lurching in a sickening fashion. The 
driver, however, held her down on four 
Wheels and came to a stop, pulling out on to 
the track immediately. 


WONDERFUL RECOVERY. 

Kaye Don made a wonderful recovery from 
running on to the earth hank in front of 
the trees, his off-wheels throwing up a cloud 
of dust as he skidded on the edge of the 
barricade. Cheers from the crowd greeted 
him as he controlled his car to shoot away. 
The Lombard again faltered at the corner, 
turning completely round in a skid. In fact, 
up to the time that the Lombard gave up 
she was very shaky in taking this corner. 

Once Jack Boal’s Riley broadsided at the 
corner, and Gunnar Poppe, who was on lis 
tail, hy a magnificent effort avoided rashing 
into him. | 

At 4.12 p.m. Whitcroft’s Riley did a half- 
turn as he was cutting the corner too fast. 
Jack Dunfee’s Riley, which was only a couple 
of yards behind, failed to avoid Whitcroft, 
and ren into him at the right rear side of the 
car. Dunfee, however, kept fine control of 
his car, and averted what might have been 
a bad accident. His front left wheel and 
mudguard struck the other car by the 
driver's seat, but Whitcroft escaped without 
a scratch. Both cars pulled on to the grass 
off the track, but Dunfee stopped only to 
straighten his mudguard and was off again. 
For the rest of the race he drove with his 
left front wheel nearly thirty degrees out. 
Whitcroft started off alter his mudguard had 
been settled and he had examined his 
car for internal injury. 

At 4.30 p.m. Jack Boal’s Riley went into 
another bad skid, and Ramponi, on his Alfa 
Roineo, had an extraordinary escape. By 
magnificent braking and driving he avoided 
the Riley as it was actually in its skid. On 
the following lap Ramponi failed to take the 
corner On account of the speed at which he 
was travelling. His car careered on to the 
grass bank, swerved behind the earthen bar- 
ricade and trees, to come out into the road 
about a hundred yards further up. Rampom 
took the corner actually faster than he would 
have done in the ordinary course, and was 
doing more than fifty miles an hour when 
he diappeased behind the trees. A frantic 
cheer from the crowd, who first fearéd dis- 
aster when he ran off the track, greeted him 
as he was seen to swing on to the course 
again. 


AN EXCITING MOMENT. 

A short time after this Bertelli's Aston 
Martin skidded completely round, and for a 
few seconds it appeared as if there would be 
a bad smash. Three cars were following him 
with m- a few yards separating them. The 
driver of Riley No. 46 brought off a brilliant

track again; while Gunnar Poppe’s Austin 
and George Eyston’s .uley cut their corners 
déad to miss the car by inches. 

After this the various drivers took their 
corners neatly and safely. The Rileys took 
this corner very fast and Gunnar Poppe did 
some fine work on it. 


THE BACK STRAIGHT.

NO THRILLING INCIDENTS. 


It was somewhat surprising to find such a 
sparse attendance along the back stretch of 
the course in the vicinity of the Ashtown 
Gate. Those who entered the Park by that 
gate made their way to the Mountjoy corner, 
where they expected, and, as a matter of 
fact, witnessed, thrills. Save for the police 
patrols and the course marshals, there were 
not a hundred people in the big space behind 
the Viceregal Residence wad the Under- 
Secretary's Lodge. Judging from results, 
the public were wise to go elsewhere, as the 
day's proceedings in this stretch failed abso- 
lutely to provide a single thrill. 

After turning the tricky Mountjoy corner, 
cars opened out and sped along by Ashtown 
“all out.” A slight bend to the left, before 
entering the long stretch to the Depét failed 
to disturb the équilibrium of the machines, 
and as the day wore on the procession be- 
came monotous to watch. On the first a 
Green's Leéa-Francis led the way at this 
point, followed by his team-mate, Shaw, also 
in a Lea-Francis, with Ramponi’s Alfa- 
Romeo hot on their heels, and then the Rile 
group, already some distance behind, wit 

aye Don at the end of it. When the cars 
next passed, Ivanovsky, in his red, raking 
Alfa-Romeo, was in the lead, followed b 
three Lea-Francis cars, and then by Raniponi., 
Ivanovsky held the lead still on the third 
round, with Shaw’s Lea-Fraticis second, 
while Ramponi had worked up third. After 
that the two Alfa-Romeéos, driven by 
Ivanovsky and Ramponi, took the lead, and 
held it unbroken as iap succeeded lap. 

Once or twice in the early laps ry ve 
tried to pass out on the bend, and there 
appeared to be clever jockeying for posi- 
tion between these two international drivers, 
who seemed to be very keen in their rivalry, 
though driving Alfa Romeos for the same 
entrant (F. W. Stiles). Before the race had 
been half an hour in progress it appeared a 
cértainty that the Alfa Romeos would win, if 
only they could avoid accident. 

In the straight stretch behind the Vice- 
regal Lodge it was impossible to say what 
happened. as it was part of the’ course to 
which a Pressman could not gain access.

NO LACK OF EXCITEMENT. 


The Gough corner, for which Captain 
Malcolm Campbell said that he had “the 
greatest respect,’’ was a point where many 
exciting incidents were witnessed. Coming 
down the incline from the North Circular 
road gate, cars braked quickly and swung 
round the bend at the monument, which, next 
to the Mountjoy cross-roade, was the most 
dificult to negotiate. The noise of the 
braking and the gear-changing announced the 
arrivals, ahd all eyes were fixed on the 
corner. Skids were numerous, but there was 
an absence of accident, apart from that of 
Ramponi, who disabled his car for the re- 
mainder of the race, 

Ramponi and Ivanoveky, though driving 
in the same team, had been keen rivals, 
snatching the lead from each other, from 
time to time, and when both were rounding 
the corner at 5.22 p.m., Ramponi took the 
outer curvé, and in a second his car had 
skidded, struck the iron paling; and was 
incapacitated. The left wheel was knocked 
out of alignment, and the car was unable to 
proceed, th driver and mechanic were 
unhurt.

WHAT THE DRIVERS THINK 
OF THEM. 


Interviewed by an /rish Timea representa- 
tive at the Royal Hibernian Hotel, Dublin, 
last night, Mr. B. Ivanovsky, the driver of 
the winning 14-litre Alfa-Romeo car; said— 
“1 think that it was one of the best-arranged 
races that I have ever taken rt in. 
The Phenix Park is a very splendid course, 
and a fine test for car and driver. My car 
did very well; it is really a perfect car. Good 
preparation of the car before the race is fift 
per cent. of the chance of winning, and I ha 
my car in perfect tune. I hope we will do 
équally well to-morrow.”’ 

Mr. Ivanovsky was profuse in his praise 
of the officials, of the racecourse, and of the 
kindness of the Irish people. 

In conclusion, he said :—‘‘It was a ve 
close competition, and the other cars di 
very well indeed.”’ 

MR. KAYE DON. 

Interviewed at the Royal Hibernian Hotel, 

Mr. Kaye Don told an /rish T'imes represen- 
tative that the organisation of the taces was 
magnificent, the course was in excellent con- 
dition, and the weather was perfect. ‘‘ The 
racing,’ he said, .“ was very , and I 
think all the drivers did extraordinarily well. 
I was very sorry for Ramponi, who skidded 
badly at the Gough Monument corner, which 
put him out of the race. I was surprised to 
see so few retirements; I expected ‘he more. 
I encountered two dogs on the course, and 
the tar made the Mountjoy corner ver 
treacherous. The winning car~an Alfa 
Romeo—gave an extremely good performance, 
running very consistenly and with marvellous 
regularity. 
‘Our cars—the Rileys—gave a very fine 
performance; they won the class prize for 
Cars between 750 c.c. and 1,100 c.c. We are 
very pleased with the result. I had to stop, 
as the change-speed géar lever pin sheared, 
and I had to make a temporary repair, which 
only enabled me to use the third and top 
gears for the latter part of the race. 

“I was very has he added, “ to see 
the British Lea-Francis so ably chailenge the 
Italian competitors, and I think great credit 
is due to them for being second and third in 
such a gruelling race.’’ 

DR. BENJAFIELD. 

Dr. Benjafield, who was unable to partici- 
ate in yesterday’s race because his Alfa 
omeo was delayed in transit, but is driving 
a two-litre Alfa Romeo car to-day, was also 
interviewed by an Irish Times reporter. ‘‘ I 
think,” he said, it was an extraordinary fine 
race—a very interesting race—-between the 
Alfa Romeo and the Lea-Francis cars. I 
think that the arrangement of the rate was 
a very fine, indeed, organisation. I have 
néver seen one better, and very rarely one as 
well organised.’’ 

Mr. Gusosr Poppe, who drove a Baby 
Austin, told an /riah Times representative 
that yesterday he ran out of petrol at a 
point where he had killed a cat when out on 
practice on Thursday evening. 

Major’ Gardner, who drove an Amilcar, 
when seen after the race, said that he liked 
the course and thoroughly enjoyed the run. 
His starter went out of order after the first 
25 Japs, and he had difficulty in getting thé 
engine to function again. In the last few 
laps she was again going beaiitifully. The 
organisation, he said, was perfect. 

MR. Jd. W. SHAW. 

Mr. J. W. Shaw, who was fourth, with a 
Lea-Francis, in reply to an ZJrish Times 
reporter, said that if it had been a course 
where more driving was required the result 
might have been different, but the winner 
deserved to win. ‘This was his first experi- 
ence with international road-racing with cafs. 
With other Lea-Frantis drivers, he was very 

roud of the fact that these cars had abso- 
utely.a& non-stop run from start to finish. 
They were beaten for first place by sixty 
seconds and for fourth place by tweérty 
seconds. 

Captain Miller, who entered a Lombard 
cat, driven by Mr. H. N Edwards, and is 
probably one of the veterans cf international 
motor racing, said: “ 1 must honestly say it 
is the best course I have ever seen. My 
only regret is that I did not bring over faster 
cars. The organisation was absolutely per- 
fect—better than anything [ have seen for a 
long time. The road surface was excellent 
and almost like a track—the best I have seen 
in any similar race. 1 am s@fry that the race 
was not instituted for proper racing cars. 
If this were done in future I am sure the 
fixture would be well supported. The cars 
in to-day’s race were really camouflaged rac- 
ing machines, and it 1s a pity that the race 
should not be confined to fast racing cats. 
The width of the road would be a great ad- 
vantage in this respect. The course, too, if 
most picturesquely situated; but the crowd 
might have been bigger.”’ 

“if,” added Captain Miller, "all your 
shows aie organised like this one, they de- 
serve to be great successes.’’ 


IN THE GRAND STAND. 


Apart from the thrills and excitement of 
the race, the spectators provided plenty of 
interest, especially the numerous strangers, 
whom it was sm. rege to identify. Visitors 
began to assemble quite early; even those 
with reserved seats on the grand stand were 
in their places an hour or more before the 
time for the start. The seating arrangements 
were admirably carried out, And. ticket: 
holders were shown to their seats without 
any delay, and in an incredibly short time 
the immense stand was packed with people. 
Identifying even friends was most difficult, 
and many of those in the immiediate vicinity 
passed unrecognised for some time. 

In front of the seats réserved for the 
Governor-General and Mrs. McNeill and 
other special guests a table was placed, on 
which the magnificent trophies and prizes 
were displayed, and attracted much admira- 
tion. The Governor-General was an early 
arrival, and was accompanied by Mrs. 
McNeill, who wore a prétty printed foulard 
costumé, with short coat to match, and a 
close.fitting capote of dark blue fancy straw, 
with two small gigueis of pale-tintend flewers 
ut the left side. Beside her were seated 
Président and Mrs. Cosgrave, the latter in a 
black costume and hat.

Section IV. of the bill, which has just 
passéd the Senate, is clearly intended to defeat 
the result of a hearing before the Privy 
Council, so that the plaintifis in the action 
are deprived of any means of remedyiug 
the very anomalous position in which they 
find themselves.

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‘+ Belfast's First Museum 


Belfast's First ACuseuni. 


The informal ing of the new Belfast 

Museum on W last recalls the 
interesting fact that the Northern capital 
was the first city in Ireland to possess a 
Museum erected by voluntary subscrip- 
tions. The prospectus for opening a fund 
towards its erection was issued just a 
century ago—in February, 1828—by the 
Belfast Natural History Society. The 
membership of this Society, founded in 
1821 by Dr. J. L. Drummond, with seven 
friends, grew so rapidly and its: proceed- 
ings aroused such widespread interest 
that the public responded with prompt 
generosity to the appeal for subscriptions. 
Within four’ months a site for the build- 
ing was secured in College square, North; 
the foundation stone was laid in the 
followihg year, and in 1831 the Museum 
was opened. Ae a Dublin paper of the 
day stated, such an enterprise, so speedily 
carried to completion, was “an example 
worthy of imitation and deserving of 
national applause.” 


A Popular Resort. 


The Museum was open daily to the 
public at an admission charge of six- 
pence, and at once became a popular 
resort. The visitors during Easter holi- 
days alone averaged from. six to eight 
thousand—an enormous attendance in days 
when the population of Belfast was very 
much smaller than it is now. These 
numbers were maintained for many years, 
till the building of the Free Library and 
the increasing crowd of cinemas and 
theatres began to provide a strong counter- 
attraction. 

True to its public-spirited tradition, the 
Society which had founded and main- 
‘tained the Museum thereupon decided to 
hand over its contents to the Corporation. 
In 1910 these were temporarily housed in 
the Central PuBlic Library, where the 
arduous task of cataloguing has since been 
carried on under the direction of Mr. 
Arthur Deane, Curator of the Museum 
and Art Gallery.

St. Waelruan’s Church. 


Last week-end I went motoring with an

Thousands of people cane out from Dublin 
to see this apparition, but the Frenchman

His present visit is 
to extend the knowledge of his League of 
Opera, a branch of which has recently 
been established in Dublin. Sir Thomas 
intends to speak twice in the city; at a 
meeting of the Rotary Club on Monday 
afternoon, and at a public meeting and 
concert at the Mansion House on Monday 
evening. . Already the League of Opera 
has a fairly good membership in Dublin, 
and it has a committee which is repre- 
sentative of every phase of life in Dublin. 
Politicians, professiona] men, industrial- 
ists, merchants and musicians all figure 
in a list which should ensure success for 
the scheme in Ireland. 

Sir Thomas Beecham, who is probably 
the greatest orchestral conductor in the 
world to-day, was born in 1879, and has 
devoted his life to the popularisation of 
music. His opera company, and later his 
orchestra, H&ve brought the world’s best 
music within reach of the masses of the 
people both through the medium of the 
gramaphone record and the cheap concert. 
He has also probably done more for the 
recognition of British and Irish musical 
talent than any conductor of any time. 
He is very much concerned with the fact 
that our musical talent can secure recogni- 
tion abroad which is denied it at home, 
and he has devoted much of his life to 
changing this. 


The League of Opera. 


On the Continent opera is usually subsi- 
dised by the State or the Municipality, 
and in the United States it is subsidised 
by groups of millionaires. In London it 
exists largely as a social function, and 
even then subsidisation by groups of 
individuals is necessary. Sir Thomas 
Beecham has set out to give opera the 
broad base that drama has secured in 
many places. His League of Opera is 
being organised on a basis somewhat 
analogous to that of the Theatre Guild of 
New York, by which the venture is at the 
same time financed adequately and an 
audience assured, at the most popular 
prices. 

Already the League of Opera is the 
largest musical association in the world, 
with some 40,000 members in all. parts of 
the British Isles. About 100,000 members 
will be necessary if the ideal of Sir 
Thomas is to be realised. Each large city 
and town has been allotted a quota, that 
of Dublin having been fixed at 2,500. and 
each member guarantees to pay 10s. a 
year for five years, in respect of which 
the member secures priority in securing 
seats and a reduction in price for the 
annual opera festival in his town. Dublin 
is to be given the opportunity of doing for 
its native talent a thing which it says it is 
always. willing to do, and Sir. Thomas on 
his part guarantees native talent its oppor- 
tunity in the organisation under his 
control. 


Christopher Robin in Person. 


Since the publication of ‘‘ When We 
Were Very Young” in 1924, Mr. A. A. 
Milne has become very widely known as 
the creator of “ Christopher Robin,” and 
in “ Winnie-the-Pooh’’ and ‘‘Now We 
Are Six’’ he exploited young Christopher 
to the delight of a large and ever-widening 
circle of readers. Not since the publica- 
tion of “ Alice in Wonderland’’ has there 
been anything like it. But Lewis Carrol 
certainly never made so much money from 
his Alice as Mr. Milne has made from 
his Christopter Robin and Winnie. 

Some of his songs, such as ‘‘The King’s 
Breakfast,’’ have become more popular 
with children and adults than ever Alice 
was, and very high prices are now to 
be had for first editions of the Christopher 
Robin books. Within a few years the 
prices of these books rose from a few 
shillings to as high as ten pounds, and 
even higher prices have been paid in 
America. 

No wonder, then, that Christopher 
Robin is to appear in person as the boy 
of the books. He is, in fact, Mr. Milne’s 
little son, and he is to appear in one of 
the episodes in a pageant which Lord 
Edward Gleichen has written, and is pre- 
senting at Kidbrooke Park, Forest row, 
next week. Christopher Robin, with 
Winnie-the-Pooh, is to appear towards the 
end of the pageant, and it is certain that 
children will tolerate the historical scenes 
with some impatience until they appear. 
The episodes will be taken almost entirely 
from one of Mr. Milne’s books, adapted 
only to fit into the genera] scheme of the 
history Of the old forest. The pageant is 
to assist local hospitals, and it will be 
opened by the Duchess of Richmond on the 
afternoon of the 16th. Some well-known 
people, including Miss V. Sackville-West. 
are taking part in the pageant, which will 
be presented twice daily for four days.

Only Revivals ! 


Those who say that there are no new 
plays being written by English dramatists 
would seem to be supported in their 
assertion by the nunber of revivals which 
are now running, o. are about to be pro- 
duced, in London. Some of these revivals 
are plays which ran for long periods only 
a year or so ago. Of these “ Marigold’’ 
and ‘‘ Young Woodley’’ are typical. 
“Marigold ' had some difficulty in getting 
staged at all, but when it did get staged it 
ran for over a year. In many ways it sug- 
gests Barrie’s ‘‘ Quality Street.” and it is 
so very ‘‘ old-fashioned’’ that managers 
shunned it. ‘‘ Young Woodlev ” was one 
of the successes of last year, having first 
been staged in America because of the 
Lord Chamberlain’s ban in England. 
When the ban was removed it quickly 
became a popular success in London and 
on tour. 

Then there are some older plays such as 
Miss Clemence Dane’s “ Bil] of Divorce- 
ment,’’ which was first staged at the St. 
Martin’s Theatre in March, 1921. The 
play achieved great success in England 
and America, and is likely to repeat that 
success to-day. But ii is‘the revival of 
plays very much older than ‘‘A Bill of 
Divorcement’’ that will attract greatest 
attention. Wilson Barrett’s famous melo- 
drama, “ The Sign of the Cross,” will 
soon be running in London, and it will 
have as companion that old Dublin 
favourite, ‘‘The Face at the Window,” 
which thrilled audiences for many years 
at the Queen’s Theatre. With the demand 
for thrills growing faster than the plays 
can be written, the revival of some of these 
old horrors seems long overdue.

Most doctors’ households are flooded by 
every post with circulars and advertise- 
ments, which quickly find their way to the 
waste-paper basket. The other day, in a 
moment of idle curiosity, I happened to 
open one Of these envelopes, and found 
inside a perfect little production, in the 
form of a magazine, issued by an American 
chemical manufacturing company. It con- 
tained several technical articles by 
doctors ; an editorial dealing with current

SIR THOMAS BEECHAM 
ON LEAGUE OF OPERA. 
a oe 


Sir Thomas Beecham, the eminent con- 
ductor, who has been invited to visit Dublin 
to expound his scheme for the production of 
grand opera, and has arranged to come for 
two days next week, will arrive at Kingstown 
next Monday morning. He will be welcomed 
at the Pier by leading citizens, and these and 
others will breakfast with him at the Gresham 
Hotel, Dublin, and spend some part of the 
morning in discussing local aspects of the 
scheme. 

Sir Thomas will be the guest of the Dublin 
Rotary Club at its luncheon meeting on Mon- 
day. For this occasion the Club is admitting 
ladies invited by members to its proceedings, 
and members of the Dublin Committee of the 
League of Opera have been invited. Sir 
Thomas Beecham’s address to the Club will 
be on the subject: ‘‘ Opera—Business Proposi- 
tion and a National Asset."’ 

“The League of Opera as it Affects 
Ireland ” is the subject on which the founder 
of the League will speak at a concert to be 
given at the Mansion House, Dublin, at 8 
o'clock on Monday night. Dublin citizens 
are invited to attend this concert, for which 
free tickets are to be had at the music shors. 
At 10.30 a brief talk by Sir Thomas will be 
broadcast from the Dublin Broadcasting 
Station. 

AT VICEREGAL LODGE. 

The Governor-General and Mrs. McNeill 
have issued invitations for an “at home” 
at the Viceregal Lodge next Tuesday after- 
noon, with Sir Thomas Beecham as their 
guest of honour; and there again opportunity 
will be given for Sir Thomas to speak on his 
plan for grand opera production. 

As a result of Sir Thomas s visit the Dublin 
public should become aware of the main 
objects of the League of Opera. Already 
40,000 members have been enrolled in the 
League. The scheme as a whole depends on 
the enrolment of 60,000 members, and the 
offer made to Dublin is that, if the city pro- 
duces 2,500 members, it will be included 
among the centres in which the League 
will arrange an annual season of 
grand opera under Sir Thomas Beecham’s 
direction. To individual members the offer 
comprises the privilege of prior booking of 
seatg for the League’s productions at a 
10 per cent. reduction on tickets. The 
subscription is 10s. per annum for five years. 

Before the war Sir Thomas Beecham was 
responsible for brilliant seasons of opera at 
Drury Lane, where he produced some operas 
previously unknown in England, and gave 
new life to others by his inspiring direction 
of the performances. After the war he 
organised further seasons at His Majesty’s 
Theatre, and out of the material gathered 
there the British National Opera Company 
was formed. In the experiences of that 
company may be found some of the argu- 
ments for the League of Opera, to the 
founding and organising of which Sir Thomas 
Beecham has devoted much of his time and 
energy in the past two years.

CATHOLIC EMANCIPATION 
CELEBRATIONS. 


Sir Robert Kennedy, speaking at the Holy- 
wood (Co. Down) demonstration, said that 
they. had sternly rejected the policy of 
absorption into a Dublin Parliament. Why! 
Beeause such absorption would involve sub- 
mission to those with whom from every 
point of view, save one, they profoundly 
differed. They were all agreed in a desire 
to make Ireland, their country, contented 
and prosperous, but their ideals and proce- 
ture were as far apart from those of their 
South of Ireland fellow-countrymen as the 
North from the South Pole. They were loyal 
to their King and their flag, which was the 
‘‘ meteor flag of England.’’ Their language 
was English; their faith was that of the 
Christian Church in its. primitive purity; 
and the keynote of their policy was liberty. 
civil and religious, individual, national and 
intellectual, that liberty the struggle for 
which ran like a golden thread through the 
whole of English history for the last thousand 
years—from the days of the Norman Con- 
qnest down to the present day. 

Such being the case, they must dismiss 
from consideration, as visionary and outside 
the range of practical politics. any sugges- 
tion of a union between Northern and 
Southern Treland under one Parliament 
sitting in Dublin, and they must content 
themselves with the establishment of those 
friendly relations which always existed be- 
tween conterminous States so long as they 
were undisturbed by inflammatory words or 
aggressive acts. 

That was the policy of their Government, 
the desire of their people, and a cardinal 
principle of their loyal Orange Order, whose 
members were enjoined “ to abstain from all 
uncharitable words or actions or sentiments 
towards their Roman Catholic brethren.’ 

They had recently witnessed a great de- 
monstration in Dublin in celebration of the 
centenary of Catholic Emantipation. With 
their Roman Catholic fellow-countrymen 
they rejoiced that the days were long past 
when a Penal Code was necessary for

POOR REWARD FOR SAVING

The Orangemen óf County Monaghan

EXAMPLE TO SIX COUNTIES 
NATIONALISTS. 


The pore anniversary was celebrated in 
Fermanagh by three large gatherings. the 
principal one of which was held at Irvines- 
town. The procession was over half-a-mile 
in length, and at the meeting, which was 
held outside the town, Major J, G. C. Irvine 
D.L., presided, 

The principal speaker was Mr. W. E. D. 
Allen, M.P. for West Belfast, who referred 
lo the present position of the Free State, 
which, he said, it was their duty to respect 
so long as it “played the game.” Some 
400,000 Protestants 
Free State had loyally accepted, the situation. 
and were taking their part with good-will 
and in a spirit of true rismarship in the 
life of the Free State. “Be wished the sam> 
could be said of the Roman Catholics in the 
North, but he was afraid the leaders of the 
Roman Catholic community there were ‘not 
“playing the game.” The Irish Treaty had 
been imposed upon all parties in Ireland as 
a reasonable compromise; but Messrs. 
Devlin and Harbison could “net play the 
game; they could not accept the Treaty and 
sét down to work. like the Protestants in the 
Free State. (Hear, hear.) 

The Nationalist Party was dead; it was 
worn out; it was a thing oí the past: it was 
a laughing stock in the Free State. Even in 
its stronghold in Belfast—in the Falls area— 
the Protestant Labour candidate at the jadt 
election polled ,,oyer, five. thousand . Roman 
Catholic votes, and the protégé of Mr. Devlin 
and the priest only got in by the skin of his 
teeth. The Nationalist Party had no con- 
structive policy. They opposed everything 
for the good of industry if the Unionists pro 
posed it, 

Whatever the official Conservative Party 
chose to do at the next election, there were 
many Conservatives in England and Northern 
Ireland who were out to fight the ext 
election on a real constructive Conservative 
policy, extending safeguarding for industry, 
profit-sharing for the workers—so that they 
might become partners in the indtstriés in 
which they worked—and an agricultura) ahd 
Imperia! agricultural policy, which would a 
cnce msure the farmer a stable market for 
his produce, and encourage him to aim at the 
maximum of production. If they had no 
official Unionist candidates in Tyrone and 
Fermanagh, they would have independent 
Unionist candidates, and it was up to them, 
when the time came, to explain that policy to 
their Roman Catholic friends, farmers, and 
fellow-workers in the two counties. 

ATTACK ON CONSERVATIVES 

The last election in Great Britain, he said, 
was lost hecause the Conservatives had no 
policy, because they gave no leadership to 
Conservative opinion in this country. (Hear, 
hear.) A mere policy of anti-Socialism was 
useless, because it was a negation. They 
wanted a real living alternative policy to 
Socialism; but the Conservative leaders could 
give no lead—they could not even make up 
their minds and show a united front over 
menennny They did not yet know whether 
they were Liberals or not, for the only real 
difference between Conservatives and Liberals 
was on the question of a tariff. 

They must cleanse the Conservative Party 
uf the old coalition element—who were always 
afraid of their own opinions, who were 
always waiting and wondering and com- 
promising. They had had enough of their 
crawling, palsied, epileptic sort of Con- 
servatism; aud, if the Conservative leaders 
would not lead them, they must find new 
leaders. (Loud cheers.) 

They had had enough of free trade. The 
country was bleeding to death from it, and 
Ireland suffered worst from it. There were 
four cardinal points of a real Conservative 
policy—(1) a strong safeguarding policy ; (2) a 
strong and compulsory development of co- 
partnership and profit-sharing in industry, 
which would make the workers partners and 
oart-owners of the industries in which they 
worker; (3) an agricultural policy to improve 
the lot of the farmer, and (4) an Empire 
olicy based upon the great extension of 
mperial preference. (Cheers.) 

Large meetings were also held at Derry- 
gonnelly and Brookeborough.

The vesse) this afternoon was lying per- 
fectly upright in what is stated to be-a fairly 
soft bottom of shingle sand, on which she is 
lying quite evenly and without any move- 
ment, The various compartments of the ship’ 
were sounded on Thursday night and again 
to-day, and were found to be perfectly dry. 
It is plain, therefore, that the vessel has 
in no way suffered, and should the present 
weather continue to prevail she is not likely 
to suffer any damage. It is understood that 
the effect of the weight of the cargo being 
taken out of the vessel will not sufficiently 
alter the vessel’s draught, so as to counteract 
the present continuing decrease in the height 
of the tide. Should the wind fall to the 
south and blow heavily, however, this would 
have the effect of a forcing tide. The 
steamer might thus be refloated; but if the 
present weather continues there is no pros- 
pect of success before the spring tide.

FREE STATE GOODS. 


THE URGENT NEED OF 
ADVERTISEMENT, 


Sir William Crawford, K.B.E., who ís on 
a short visit to Dublin to see the motor races, 
and is staying with the Right Hon. Senator 
Jameson, discussed yesterday with an /rish 
Times representative the urgent need for 
better advertisement of the commodities the 
Irish Free State has to offer. 

Irish produce daily leaves our shores for all 
parts of the world.. We have first-class stuff 
for the markets of the world, and plenty of 
it: that is undeniable. Unfortunately, how- 
ever, we seem to be depending on these two 
facts—indispensable in themselves, but not 
the whole of the story. Sir Wilham Craw- 
ford—-whose work on the Empire Marketing 
Board and in his own huge firm gives his 
opimon such weight—holds that the efforts of 
the producers will be largely in vain unless 
i advertising on an intensive scale backs them 
up. 

THE SMALL, WEAK VOICE. 

The Empire is a very large place,’ arti’ it 
resounds to every corner with voices calling 
attention to wares for sale. In that strident 
chorus the tones of the Free State must he 
described as pianigsimo, in so far as they are 
heard at all. i | 

Good wine may have needed no bush when 
that Jong ago anti-slogan was raised, but a 
Ist of water has tan under the mil! sini’ 
then. ~Since the rest of thé world has decided 
that good wine, and everything good that is 
looking for buyers, is going to have a bush— 
in other words, an vertisement—we must 
be content to fall into line, and cultivate 
hushes, or their modern equivalent, advertise- 
ments. 


fRELAND’S OPPORTUNITY. 

The attitade of the present Labour Govern- 
ment in England towards safeguarding, Sir 
William pointed out, is having a curious re: 
action. Now that there is no external 
pressure on British subjects to buy the pro- 
ducts of their own country, some element in 
the national character, whith one feels in- 
clined to describe, roughly, as ‘* cussedness,”’ 
is driving them to do so of their own accord. 
This, in effect. is a better result than many 
would consider the removal of safeguards 
deserved. 

With the rest of the Empire Ireland should 
take advantage of this state of affairs, and 
strike while the iron is hot. The Empire 
Marketing Board is just now bringing the 
products of the Irish’ Free State 
into prominence. But the period 
that any portion of the Empire may 
thus occupy the limelight is brief, and only 
recurs at stated intervals. What the Board 
does for us in the way of advertising should: 
only be regarded as a lead; if it is not 
followed up by our own advertisements we 
are making it to « large extent ineffective. 


AN ADVERTISING CAMPAIGN. 

Now, that the humour of the moment is 
favourable to a greater degree than usual to 
Empire goods, and our own particular com- 
modiities are being pressed on the attention 
by the Empire Marketing Board, the efficacy. 
of a strong advertising campaign for Insh 
Free State goods should be productive of 
hetter results than anv previous effort of the 
kind made by this country. 

If. the apparent lack of appreciation of the 
value of advertising, wmch Sir William Craw- 
ford deplores in Ireland, could be remedied 
speedily, the corresponding increase. in the 
prosperi{v of the country might be trusted 
to remove any obstinate doubts as to the 
wisdom of “ throwing away sprats to catch 
salmon.”

JAMES CONNOLLY AND 


CATHOLICISM. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Sin,—President Cosgrave’s reference yes 
terday te James Connolly and the part he 
took among the “small band of brave men ” 
who, on ster Monday, 1916, faced “the 
might of an Empire,’ reminds me ol 
Connolly's own words, in his foreword to 
“ Labour in Irish History ” (cheaper edition, 
one shilling, published, in 1914, by Maunsel 
and -Co., 86 Middle Abbey street, Dublin). 
Connolly, in. describing the effect of sending 
the children of the Irish peasants to the 
Continent to be educated in foreign schools, 
savs that they “returned as mere Catholic 
adherents of a pretender to the English 
throne, using all the prestige of their foreign 
schooling to discredit the Gaelic ideas of 
equajity and democracy, and instead instilling 
into the minds of the growing generation 
feudal ideas of the divine right of kings to 
rule, and of subjects. to unquestjoning!y 
obey. The Irish students’in the universities 
of the Continent “were the first products of a 
scheme which the Papacy still pursues with 
its accustomed skil} and -persistence—a per- 
sistence which’ recks little of the passing of 
centuries—a eme.-which looks upon 
Catholic’ Ireland simply as a tool to be used 
for the -spivitaal re-eonquest of England to 
Catholicity. In the eighteenth century this 
scheme did its deadliest work in Ireland. It 
failed ridiculously to cause a single Irish 
worker in town or country to strike a blow 
for the Stuart causé in the years of the 
Scottish rebellions in 1715 and 1745, but it 
prevented them from striking any hiows for 
their own cause, or from taking advantage 
of. the civil feuds of their enemies. It did 
more. It killed Gaelic Ireland; an Irish 
speaking Catholic was of no value as a 
missionary of Catholicism in England, and 
an Irish peasant who treasured the tongue 
of his fathers might also have some reverence 
for the principles of the social polity and 
civilisation under which his forefathers had 
lived and prospered for unnumbered years 
And such principles were even more dis: 
tasteful to French, Spanish or Papal patrons 
of krish schools of learning on the Continent 
than thev were to English monarchs. ‘Thus 
the poor Irish were not only pariahs in the 
social system of their day, but they were alse 
precluded from hoping for a. revival of 
intellectual life through the achievemé@nts of 
their children. Their children were taught 
to despise the language and traditions of 
their fathers.” i 

What Connolly wrote, in his foreword, in 
1914, about “‘a scheme which looks upon 
Catholic Ireland simply as a tool to be used 
for the spiritual re-conquest of England to 
Catholicity’’ is supported by what Mr. Denis 
Gwynn has written, in 1929, in his intro- 
duction to “A Hundred Years of Catholic 
Emancipation.”” Mr. Gwynn says that “ the 
overwhelmingly Irish character of the 
Catholic Charch in England in the decades 
after the Irish famine is a matter of history 
which has been strangely ignored *’; and he 
quotes Cardinal Manning as often saying that 
his chief sacrifice in becoming Catholic was 
“ that 1 ceased to work for the people of 
England and had henceforward to work for 
the Irish occupation of England.’ Your 
readers can judge for themselves how far Mr. 
Gwynn’s words support the argument of 
James Connolly. 

On Maundy Thursday, 1916, I was in the 
old G.P.U. on business, when an official said 
to me, “Would you Jike a souvenir of the 
G.P.0.; for 1 will go up im smoke next 
week?’’ There is no need to deny the quality 
of physical bravery to the small band of 
men who took -possession of the G.P.O. 
on Easter Monday, 1916, or that they 
asserted ‘‘the right of this nation to 
independence ”; but to describe them as “a 
handful of men .against the might of an 
Empire,’’ as President Cosgrave has described 
them, seems to me to be to use langauge 
that, is more diplomatic than strictly true. 
When this country was face to face with 
the might of Great Britain, in 1921, it agreed 
to.a truce, and consequently to a treaty. A 
treaty implies some degree of dependence on 
one another between the contracting parties. 
Connolly advocated that Ireland should be 
independent of both England and Rome. His 
‘‘ Labour in Trish History ” is well worth 
reading.—Y ours, ete.,

Labour-and Foreign Affairs. 

“Foreign policy ” has been, for many 
generations, a misleading term, From the 
days of Machiavelli to the present: time 
political rulers, swayéd by dynastic in- 
terests of by the exigencies of the 
moment, have not hesitated to commit 
unborn generations to the consequences of 
secret diplomacy. These accidéntal, and 


often regretted, results have. been dignified 


by ‘the: namé' of ‘foreign “policy.” ~Be- 
tween the day of the tragedy at S¢rajevo 
and August 4th, 1914, the mass of the 
British public learnt for the first time 
that its honour was involved in the pre- 
servation of Belgium's neutrality... The 
fact that a whole nation leapt into the 
breach with a magnificent readiness may 
be a tribute to the schooling of centuries, 
but it, reflects no credit .on the Foreign 
Office. -One of the most welcome articles 
in the Labour Party’s programme has been 
the abolition of secret diplomacy. During 
its former tenure of office Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald, as Secretary. for Foreign 
Affairs, won a reputation for frank deal- 
ing with other countries, 
and ‘there may ‘have occasioned con- 
but at least the. nation 
understood it. The Labour Party again 
holds office in Great Britain, but it’ is 
possible that the happy results of: a pre- 
vious short experience’ may obscure the 
realities of an awkward situation. Three 
outstanding problems confront a. be- 
wildered world. They are the aftermath 
of that strange admixture. of idealism and 
selfishness which is called the Treaty of 
Versailles; the proper functions of the 
League of Nations, and the position of the 
British Commonwealth in the “world's 
polity, i 

The question of the continued - occupa- 
tion of the Rhineland ‘will be raised next 
month at the Reparations. Conference. 
France has declined the suggestion that 
the Conference shall be held in London, and 
we may suspect that Gallic parochialism, 
combined with a fear lest. London air 
should engender liberal sympathies, has 
dictated this refusal. Great. Britain is 
under no obligation. to maintain troops 
on the Rhine till such time as her Allies 
may ‘see fit to withdraw their forces. Mr. 
Macdonald will interpret. the wishes. of 
his countrymen if he declares boldly for 
an immediate evacuation of British troops 
from the Rhine. It is a pity that his 
Government does not realise that future 
relations - with Germany are more im- 
portant than those with Russia. During 
the coming week a-communication may 
be despatched to Moscow with a view 
to the re-establishment of diplomatic 
intercourse. Like Varro, we shall not 
despair of the republic, but we. confess 
that our forebodings ate of.the gloomiest.

“The Twelfth.” 


The Twelfth of July was honoured with 
traditional fervour yesterday throughout 
Northern Ireland.. There was a time, not 
so very long ago, when the approach of 
the Orange festival was. regarded with 
grave anxiety by friends of Ireland's 
peace. Broken heads, if nothing more 
ominous, were the order of the day, and 
the celebrations were made the occasion 
of outbursts of religious intolerance which 
were completely alien from the spirit of 
Christian charity. Now, happily, those 
disturbing days have gone. Asperities have 
been softened in the North of Ireland, 
and yesterday 's ceremonies had no violent 
aftermath. The usual speeches were made 
from Orange platforms. Affirmations of 
loyalty to the Throne were mingled with 
panegyrics of the Protestant faith; but 
there was a general absence of bitterness 
and the proceedings were entirely peace- 
Probably the Twelfth will be observed 
so long as there is an Orangeman in 
Northern Ireland, but, with the passage of 
years, the festival is losing much of its 
former significance. Irishmen of all 
creeds are learning to respect one another. 
They will continue to worship at different 
altars, but the old harshness is disappear- 
ing and new standa~ds are being created. 
Years, possibly generations, must pass 
before that unity which is the ideal of 
every true Irishman can be achieved.

Jt. has. pandered to Repub- 
lican sentiment, while British sentiment 
has been slighted in a hundred ways. 
Neither Government has honoured the 
Boundary settlement, which provided that 
they should meet from time fo time to 
discuss matters of interest. 
Although that agreement is three and a 
half years old, no meeting has taken 
place; yet who will deny that a multitude 
of ‘‘ matters of common interest’’ has 
arisen since December, 1925? The 
Saorstát has representatives in Paris, 
Berlin, Washington, New York and Rome; 
it has not even a Trade Commissioner in 
Belfast, in spite of the fact that, next to 
Great Britain, Northern Ireland is by far 
its best customer. How long will this 
condition of affairs be allowed to exist? 
Each Government seems to be waiting for 
the other to make a move, with the result 
that nothing has been done.

The Red Army. 


A significant development of Soviet 
policy is announced from Moscow. The 
Soviet Army is recruited by an annual 
levy from the 1,200,000 men who fall due 
for military service. Hitherto the levy 
has been made by lot. In future it will 
be made by selection, and the choice of 
men will be left to the local Bolshevist 
parties and the 0.G.P.U. agencies. Some 
250,000 of these recruits, chosen as “ par- 
ticularly trustworthy’? men, will go into 
the regular cadres; 350,000 will go into 
the territorial waite: and it seems that 
the rejected 600,000 will be regarded as 
permanently unsuitable for military 
service. The new decision is the outcome 
of a conference of district commanders 
which was summoned to Moscow by the 
Revolutionary Military Council; and the 
motive is not concealed. Sokoloff, head of 
the mobilisation department, explained to 
the conference that the Army’s trust- 
worthiness no longer could be guaranteed 
by the present method of recruitment. The 
“‘class enemy’’ had found his way into 
the ranks; discipline had declined 
seriously, aud disorders had occurred in 
some military centres. As a measure of 
national safety, therefore, the Russian 
Army will be transformed into ‘‘a caste 
of Pretorians in antagonism -to the un- 
trustworthy peasant population.’”’ The 
Pretorians. of Communism will be a 
devastating, but by no means novel, con- 
tradiction in térms; indeed, such ironies 
are the commonplaces of. history. 
Bolsheyism’s inevitable end may come in 
one or more of: a dozen fashions.

Kaye Don had broken 
down. There was a murmur of sad disap- 
pointment as another lap passed, with 
still: no sign of the familiar blue. The 
broadcaster announced that Kaye Don had 
met with trouble in the straight, and a 
few minutes. afterwards his car hobbled 
up to the pits, where first aid was 
rendered. Lap after lap. was lost, those 
devastating Alfa-Romeos never yielding an

Even worse was to come; for the next 
casualty was the great Ramponi, whose 
driving up to this point had been little 
short of marvellous. Possibly he became 
over-confident; possibly, he merely met 
with the ordinary luck of the road. At 
any rate, he fot off the track near the 
Gough corner, and tat was the end of 
him. 

Now it was a tussle for second place;

THE FINISH.

Lea-Francis. So was the third—remark- 
able team work, with ra another Lea- 
Francis a further arrival. The r 
Capulets, finely as they had struggled, 
had to be content with fourth and seventh 
places; but Kaye Don will live to fight 
another day. 

i A GREAT EXPERIENCE. 

It was a great experience. Perfect 
weather. combined with a happy absence 
of serious accident to make the day most 
enjoyable, and the safety of the Pheonix 
Park course has been proved to the hilt. 
Nobody, was injured—a fact which, in 
itself, is a high tribute to the course, the 
cars, and last, but by no means least, the 
drivers. The attendance was good, but 
not so gréat as might have been expected. 
Those who stayed away missed a day's 
excellent sport, and to-day’s race for the 
big cars ‘will be even more exciting.

As a.substitute there will be the Inter: 
national Settlements Bank. While this 
would still be an international organisa- 
tion it would be a commercia] and a non- 
political organisation. If the Bank as 
efficiently established, and if it success- 
fully develops its functions, which the ex- 
perts have outlined, it will be a great 
power for good. : | 

It will be impossible to make a success 
of the Reparations scheme, and even less 
of the Bank of International Settlements, 
unless the financial Powers and the 
United States frankly and fully assist. 
It is especially important that the Bank 
shall be developed in the future into a 
great organisation to deal not only with 
the Reparations problem, but with: the 
economic: use of gold reserves, which is 
essential to re-establish the world’s credit 
position on a gold basis, and in a manner 
which does not, as now, hamper: and 
restrict the world’s industria] progress. 

DEBTOR AND CREDITOR. 

Isolation is no longer possible to any 
industrial country. No one is more 
actively interested, or can be more actively 
interested in a debtor’s welfare than the 
creditor himself. The prosperity of the 
one is’ the prosperity of the other, and 
when debts are all expressed in gold, the 
preservation of the standard from which 
gold derives its validity is of the utmost 
importance. The world has not ‘lacked 
warnings of the problems likely to. arise 
from a scarcity of gold. ; 

It may be that the International Settle- 
ments Bank will in due course provide 
an attempt tosolve the monetary problem, 
but meanwhile the hope may be expressed: 
that the process of co-operation between 
the .centra] -banks will make more rapid: 
progress; with: a’ view: to lessening: the’ 
difficulties which tend to concentrate with. 
particular weight upon the great free gold 
market of London.’

LAST LETTERS OF 
TSAR NICOLAS. 


PLANNED TO GO TO 
ENGLAND, 
Krom Kevuter’s CORRESPONDENT, 
JOSCOW, By Mail. 
The Tass Agency announces that a box 
containing a number of letters written by the 
late Tsar Nicolas I1., the Tsarina Alexandra 
Feoderovna, and their daughters, has been 
discovered in the Pushkin House of the 
Academy of Sciences. These letters were 
written during the Tsar’s stay at Tsarskoye 
Selo, Tsar's Village, now re-named Chil- 
dren's Village, after the March revolution, 
and cover the period ending with his exile 
to Tebolsk. 
It @ppears from these Jetters that, after the 
first revolution, the Tsar intended to go to 
England, and worked out different plans for 
carrying out his intention. The letters also 
throw light on certain hitherto unknown 
aspects» of the Romanofis sojourn at 
Tsarskoye Selo after the revolution, and are 
of considerable historical interest. They 
were, its stated, sent to the Pushkin House 
for safe keeping by representatives of Count 
Benkendorff, the Marshal of the Court, with 
the request that the box be opened only upon 
orders of some member of the Tsar's 
family, or not before 19%. The box, with 
the letters, has been sent to the Central 
Archives Office in Moscow.

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It is hard to realise that thirteen years 
have passed since the last penny stamp was 
purchased and the last telegram despatched 
at Dublin’s old General Post Office. Yet, 
such is the case. For nearly a decade the 
site lay deserted while the destinies of Ire- 
land were being moulded in the fierce heat of 
revolution To-day a magnificent new build- 
ing has arisen like a Pheenix from the ashes 
of Easter Week; a fitting symbol of the 
progress that has been made in building up 
the new State. 

The work of 


reconstruction was begun 
about four 


years ago, but was greatly 


| hindered by the British general strike, and 


subsequent disorganisation of the steel and 
iron industries. Some idea of the magnitude 
of the task may be gained from the fact that 
as. & preliminary about six thousand three 
hundred tons of old walling and débris had to 
be taken down or excavated and carted away 
from the site. A million and a quarter of 
bricks have been used in the uew building, 
or nar a thousand tons of structural steel 
work, 

_ In connection with the latter item, it is 
interesting to note that the main building 
over the public office is carried on four steel 
girders, each weighing eleven tons and over 
forty feet long. These girders had to be 
brought across the water singly, there being 
only sufficient room on the deck of the cross- 
Channel steamer to take them one at a time. 
A telegraph pole, sixty feet high, was used 
to get them into position. 

Wherever. possible Irish materials have 
been used in the new post office, the most 
striking examples being the walls of the 
public, office and entrance porches, and the 
interior pilasters and counter front. Here we 
have sand-stone from the hills oí Donegal, 
and. polished mables in a variety of pleasing 
hues. There are the glorious greens of 
Connemara; crimsons’ from Cork and the 
move sombre greys and blacks of Kilkenny. 
The éntire building is roofed with slates 
from Killaloe, and the million odd Lricks men 
tioned above were made as well as laid in 
Dublin. 

Noticeable features of the new office are 
the floor and ceiling. The floor is paved 
with. multi-coloured. rubber tiling about the 
thickness of a motor tyre. and the ceiling 
is a splendid example of decorative plaster 
ing, both as regards design and execution 
Here is ample evidence that craftemanship 
still flourishes amongst the artisans of our 
ancient capital. 

The centre of the office is occupied by an 
ornamental clock tower, surrounded by 
writing tables constructed of teak and elabo 
rately carved and enriched by German 
silver. Again it is noteworthy that the 
workinanship ig entirely local. The clock, in 
common with all the other clocks throughout 
the building, is electrically controlled from 
Dunsink Observatory by an elaborate system 
planned and carried out by the Post Office 
Engineering Department. 

The public telephones are of the very 
latest automatic type, and are really marvels 
of mechanical ingenuity. In addition to the 
usual slot for pennies, there are separate 
slots for ghillinecs and sixpences; and, 
moreover, if the number is er- 
gaged. you pres a button and get 
vour money back! ‘The fixture 
the telephones are housed is another 
fine piece of work, The six cabinets are 
arranged in two rows back to back, and are 
ecnstructed. entirely of teak. “The sound-proof 
double doors fold in the centre in the omnibus 
fashion. 

Thé general impression conveyed by the 
new G.P.0. is that of a good thing well done. 
Indeed, the. whole edifice is most ereditable— 
first of all to the architects of the Office of 
Public Works, seeondly to the building con- 
tractors, and last, but not least, to the Dublin 
workmen—skilled and unskilled—who have 
played a not unimportant part in providing 
our postal services with a «worthy general 
headquarter:

VOLLEYER’S NIGHTMARE. 


The most important 908 in lawn tennis, 
nowadays is to hit. A hard hitter will have 
bad days, when everything goes wrong, but ' 
there will be more good days to counteract 
these when everything Am —_ It is with 
this type that [ propose eal. 

Practise hitting bad and low so that the 
ball barely skims over the top oí the net. 
No stroke is so dreaded by a volleyer as a 
hard. low. dipping drive. Also, learn to con- 
trol the ball well; hard hitting loses hali 
ite value if the ball cannot be hit into the 
spot aimed at. ' Sh sad 

Perhaps, the most important advice is—get 
on the attack from, the word “play given 
by the umpire. However good a volleyer is, 
she cannot storm the net if she is kept chas- | 
ing from side to side of the court after hard, | 
good length. well-niaced drives. 

SIDE LINE DRIVES. ; 

If your opponent starts running up to the 
net, drive the ball as near as you can down | 
the side line. If you keep her gnesring as to 
which side vou are going to drive down, this 
stroke will be a winner nearly every time. 
No matter how good a volleyer a woman ts 
it is impossible for her to cover the whole 
of the net. 

Vary these side line drives with deep lobs 
—then the guessing competition will at once 
become more difficult, for your opponent will 
not know whether to run in close up to the 
net to intercept low drives, or to hang back 
to smash lohs. 

Another most important.thing for a non. 
volleyer to learn is to deal with “soft stuff” 
—balls hit over the net in a sort of half 
lob which thounce somewhere between the 
service line and base line. A vollever would 
volley or smash these back, but a base liner 
has to wait until they drop, and in that time 
the opponent has got back into position. 
WATCH AND WAIT. 

Although many onlookers and some players 
do not realise at. this “ soft stuff ” is one of 
the most difficult, methods in tennis to deal 
with—especially for a non-volleyer, and very 
often for a volleyer too. The only thing to 
do against this type of game is to hit. 
Remember. though, one has to watch it and 
not hit it.so soon as one would a hard drive 
for it comes very slowly off the ground. 

Above all else. do not let this shot rattle 
you—watch it, wait a little longer before you 
take it, and then hit it off the court. 

I would rather play against a volleyer than 
a base liner both in singles and doubles. Once 
a vollever is passed the point is yours, and 
there are not so manv of those dreadful long 
rallies that make one feel (and sometimes’ 
look) like a drowning person rising for the 
third time. : 

LESS SCOPE. 

In a women’s double the situation becomes 
more difficult for the non-volleyer. With two 
volleyers as opponents, there is less space to 
drive the ball into and one has to hecome 
more accurate, more wily and use the lob 
more frequently. It is essential for a base 
line player to have as a partner a good 
vollever—one who can put away decisively 
at the net the openings made for her: | 

Unless the player on the hase line hits 
hard and low, she is useless in a first-class 
double. Good openings or outright winners 
must he made by her or the unfortunate 
partner up at the net will get everything 
volleyed back at her feet. 

If a player is a weak volleyer with good 
ground strokes, and is playing in an im- 
portant match with a partner against two 
opponents who are good vollevers, it is best 
for the weak volleyer to remain at the back 
of the court. The good ground strokes will 
be of much more help to her partner than 
indifferent volleys would be, 

In a double, the base-line player must 
always play an unselfish game—not continue 
to keep playing favourite strokes regardless 
of consequences—but must always think 
ahead -what stroke will make the best open- 
ing for her partner up alone at the net. 

bá partner at the net is the one to be 
considered. It must be remembered that she 
is taking on two volleyers, and however good 
good she is this is no easy matter. The one 
consolation is that there is no need to run 
hack for high lobs, but. on the other hand, 
she has to run across the net and do all the 
intercepting. 

SUCCESS. 

Tennis players who do not or cannot volley 
must not get disheartened and feel it is im 
possible for them ever to win a big event in 
a double. The great thing is to hit hard and 
low and try to master perfect ball control. 

I do not volley, and yet I won the ladies’ 
doubles at Wimbledon last year. 

I must confess that after the final, as | 
walked off the centre court, I felt that this 
was the last thing I had ever expected to 
do—win a championship at Wimbledon. 
However, I was lucky, for in Mrs. L. B. 
Michell (née Miss Peggy Saunders) I had a 
partner who is one of the best and most 
finished volleyers in England, and she well 
made up for my deficiency in that part of 
my game of tennis.

He has now resigned 
his parliamentary seat with the intention of 
seeking re-election at Preston as a Labour 
candidate. 
The writ for the by-election is expected to 
be moved in the House of Commons on 
Monday. It will be the first by-election in 
the new Parliament. i 

Although thé Liberals won the seat at the 
general election, they do not intend to fight 
the by-election. The Conservatives are 
opposing Sir William Jowitt, and a Com- 
munist and an Independent Labour candi- 
date are in the field.

BACON FLUCTUATIONS. 


REMARKABLE POSITION. 


‘The recent violent fluctuations in the price 
of bacon have elicited from a “well. Noe 
Liverpool firm acircular in which they say: 

‘Enough of this foolery. From the view. 
point of both retailer and farmer these 
violent price fluctuations were unwarranted 
and unwanted. During thirteen weeks the 
actual arrivals of Danish bacon and the 
amount consumed by the public have varied 
very slightly, but we have experienced as 
‘much as an lls. increase and a decrease of 
10s. 

‘“We suggest that those illogical and 
erratic prices have been caused entirely by 
reckless gambling, and not by the real 
demand. They have done incalculable harm 
to the bacon trade as a whole, and we plead 
for price stability.” 

Inquiries go to show that retailers are in 
the dark in the matter. ‘‘ We are absolutely 
in the hands of the public,” said one of 
Liverpool’ s largest retailers. ‘‘ There is no 
doubt,’ he added, “ that prices will go up 
this week.’ 

Three months ago there was a considerable 
rise in price, and the Grocers’ Association 
advised the public to ignore bacon. ‘Ihe 
public did, and as a result the price came 
toppling down. A wholesale dealer explained 
that Danish bacon was extremely scarce just 
now, and supplies were below normal. n- 
doubtedly the week-end would see a rise in 
price.

VITAL STATISTICS. 


The official returns show that the death 
rate per 1,000 of the population in eleven 
town districts of the Free State for the 
week ended July 6th, and for the preceding 
four weeks was 13.4 and 12.3 respectively. 
In Dublin registration area it was 14,0 and 
11.8; in Dublin County Borough, 15.2 and 
11.7; Cork, 12.6 and 15.0; Limerick, 11.9 and 
13.2, and Waterford 25.4 and 13.7. One. of 
the deaths in Waterford was from measles. 

In the Dublin registration area the births 
during the week were 249 (130 boys and 119 
girls), and the deaths 125 (69 males and 
56 females). 

The deaths ee (omitting the deaths, 
numbering 11, of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the area) 
represented an annual rate of mortality of 
14.0 I 1,000 of the population. 

Included in the 114 deaths appertaining to 
the area were 5 from whooping cough, one 
from diphtheria, and two from diarrhea and 
enteritis of children under ' two years; one 
from influenza, 9 from pneumonia, 9 from 
bronchitis, 12 from tuberculosis, 6 from 
cancer, and 15 from diseases of the heart. 
Thirty-one of the deaths were of children 
under five years, 20 being infants under one 
year, and 3] deaths were of persons aged 65 
years and upwards, of whom 20 were 70 years 
“of age or over.
